MAY MEETING. 
The ordinary meetings of the sixth session were brought to 
a happy conclusion on Wednesday, May 8th, when members and 
friends visited the Hornsey Central Public Library by the kind 
invitation of Mr. Thomas Johnston, the Chief Librarian. 


On their arrival at the library the visitors were kindly 
invited by Mrs. Johnston to partake of refreshment, and an 
opportunity was then afforded them to inspect the building, and 
study the Open Access system in actual operation. 


At 8 o’clock the more serious business of the evening com- 
menced, Mr. Johnston occupying the chair. After a few words 
of welcome from the Chairman, and the reading of the minutes 
of the previous meeting, Messrs. E. H. Parsons, of St. George, 
Stepney, and J. Radcliffe, of East Ham, were elected to audit the 
accounts of the past year. 


In the absence of its author, Mr. Rees was then called upon 
to read a paper entitled “ Fiction in Public Libraries and _ its 
readers,” by Mr. J. Wilson Brown, late Hon. Secretary of the 
Association. Mr. Rees expressed his regret at Mr. Brown’s 
absence, and was sure that the meeting would also understand 
the absence of Mr. Ogle when they knew that he had been 
appointed Librarian at Ipswich. He then read the paper, an 
abridged copy of which will be found on another page. 


In opening the discussion, Mr. Wood said the moral stand- 
point of the paper was excellent, but could not be carried into 
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effect. He did not think it possible for a librarian to exercise 
any moral control over the reading of the public, and as he was 
a public servant, such a question should not be considered. To 
Mr. Chambers, who failed to ascertain Mr. Brown’s standpoint, 
the paper seemed to attack the character of the modern novel, 
but did not advocate anything in particular. He did not agree 
with Mr. Brown as to the trashy character of the novels in 
Public Libraries, and such could only come there through bad 
management. He agreed that historical novels were useful as 
throwing side lights on facts. Ratepayers supported the library, 
and it was a question whether a librarian had any right to act as 
censor. Many young borrowers were probably attached to 
Polytechnics, and possessed their own text-books. Consequently 
they only used the library for relaxation. There was no necessity 
for women to study, and it was only natural that business men 
should seek relaxation from business cares during the evening. 
This was why the percentage of fiction was so high. Mr. Harris 
remarked that novels of a good type stimulated the imagination, 
and were undoubtedly doing a great educational work. There was 
no doubt it was the bounden duty of the authority to supply 
healthy fiction for the people of the neighbourhood. He did not 
agree with David Christie Murray that “fiction should be taxed.” 
One could gain more from a course of Meredith than from any 
book on psychology. He thought the example of the grocer should 
be followed, and that readers should be allowed to taste the 
books before taking them away. It was easier to turn people’s 
attention to other classes of literature if you allowel them to 
choose for themselves. A librarian could not know the contents 
of every novel, and the only way to prevent questionable books 
passing into a library would be to form a sub-committee which 
should read them. The question of morality was a wide one, 
and it was hard to lay down a law as to what was right or wrong. 
It was difficult to separate juvenile from adult literature, and 
children should be shown more consideration. If you restricted 
them to a particular section of the library, it was hard that they 
could not have the books they had an inclination for. Mr. Soper 
said some people could not tell whether they liked a book or not. 
Some looked at the binding, others at the beginning or end of a 
book ; while others even judged by its size or weight. He thought 
the tasting method justifiable. Half the fiction that was taken 
home did not meet with the borrower's approval, and was not read. 
It was this sort of thing that increased the percentage of fiction. 
If they could see the books they could judge for themselves. 
There should be some restriction in the number of books issued 
to juveniles, as they often neglected their lessons to read them. 
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The supply should be limited to one or two a week. He did not 
hold with the authority acting as censors. The public paid, and 
should be supplied. Mr. Rees was sorry that Mr. Brown touched 
so little on the educational value of fiction. Historical novels 
supplemented, and often led to, courses of history. A boy 
reading Henty’s “ Young Carthaginian ’’ would be led to read 
the history of the period with which the story dealt, and the 
reading of “ The Tower of London” would lead him to read 
English history. Many historical novels were purposely based on 
fact. Mr. Stevenson was of the opinion that there were no novels 
of the standard of the old writers now. The output of fiction 
was enormous as compared with the days of Scott. He did not 
see that they had an elevating influence. 


Mr. Johnston said that Mr. Brown's paper was valuable not 
so much for its information as for the many points it had raised 
for discussion. Mr. Wood had spoken about the librarian as 
censor. He did to a certain extent act as such, but could not 
prevent all questionable books getting into the library. One often 
found on a certain shelf in the librarian’s room books which were 
excluded from general circulation. One library had excluded 
Miss Corelli’s books, but they got in at last. At Hornsey the 
Committee were more liberal. Mr. Rees had referred to the 
educational value of fiction, and their leading to the study of 


history. He knew this to be a fact. As a boy he had read 
Henty, and Kingston, and from them he had gone to the works 
of W. H. Prescott. The study of history became more interest- 


ing after reading historical novels. The percentage of fiction 
issued at Hornsey was 63, and including juveniles, 72; the latter, 
however, not being all fiction. History and travel followed, then 
biography. He did not agree with Mr. Chambers that the 
presence of trashy novels on the shelves showed bad manage- 
ment. There were other sources than purchases from which 
books came, viz., donations and suggestions. With regard to the 
Library Association list, it rather shook one’s faith in its value to 
find its classification at fault. He thought librarians preferred 
to make their own lists. 


Mr. Chambers rose to move a vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Johnston for her hospitality, and to Mr. Johnston for presiding 
at the meeting. Mr. Soper seconded the motion. In reply, Mr. 
Johnston said it was a pleasure to him to take the chair, and to 
his wife to entertain the Association. He should be happy to see 
them again. 


A vote of thanks to Mr. Brown for his paper was then 








moved by Mr. Stevenson, and seconded by Mr. Hatcher. Mr. Rees 
promised to convey the thanks of the meeting to Mr. Brown, 
who had sent his kind regards to everyone. 


Mrs. Johnston again extended her hospitality to the visitors 
at the close of the meeting. 


FICTION IN PUBLIC LIBRARIES AND ITS READERS. 


By J. Witson Brown. 
ABRIDGED. 

One of the greatest arguments the opponents of the Public 
Library movement have against the adoption of the Public 
Libraries Acts is “ that they circulate such a large number of 
novels.” From statistics we find that often 70% or more of the 
total yearly issue of books from the Lending Departments is 
Fiction, but this is in my opinion no detriment to the usefulness 
of the institution. Statistics, however, cannot be a _ reliable 
authority to show the real taste of the reading public. 


The masses of artisans, clerks, etc., who might have a taste 
for some non-fictional literature have now to live at such high 
pressure, that they demand rather something lig! 
them when the day’s anxieties are ended. 


it to amuse 


Lord Avebury, in a speech when opening a Public Library 
about two years ago, pointed out that novels appeared to be read 
more generally than was actually the case, for a novel readet 
could run through several volumes whilst a person with a taste 
for other literature perused his ove book. 


Lord Rosebery on a similar occasion said, ‘a man had fat 
better read a novel than read nothing.” 


Public Libraries have been instituted to encourage people to 
read, and must provide for the unlettered as well as the educated. 


Because a man reads a novel now, it hardly warrants the 
supposition that he will never desire to read anything requiring 
deeper thought. The novel reader must in time become wearied 
by the sameness in each story and the “ lived happy ever after- 
wards ” ending, and to satisfy the craving for reading which he 
will have acquired, he will no doubt turn to books of travel, 
history, biography, etc.; an occasional novel will then come as 
an agreeable change. 


Even the greatest of our thinkers must have relaxation 
sometimes or they would become morose and melancholy. The 


—_— 


~—* 
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novel supplies the necessary relaxation ; it provides relief from 
daily cares, solaces hours of sickness, carries humble people 
away from their own miserable surroundings and hum-drum 
existence, and is a good supplement to a course of heavier 
reading. 

Healthy novels have a real influence for good ; they educate 
the morals, help to form character, develope our feelings, and in 
geographical and historical subjects they may also be factors of 
mental education. A novel dealing with some historical period 
forms good supplementary reading to the history of that period. 


A good librarian is extremely necessary to the reading 
community of every town or city. He is to a great extent a 
curator of public morality for he must exclude all books of a 
trashy or doubtful character from his collection; especially his 
juvenile section. Each book admitted should have the assurance 
of some responsible person that it contains no bad influence. 


The Library Association has done good service in publishing 
a list (compiled by one of its members) of selected books in their 
monthly journal. Thoroughly reliable and conscientious work 
can however only be accomplished by a number of authorities 
acting in collaboration. 

THE STUDY CIRCLE. 

The Committee are pleased to notice a slight increase in the 
number of junior papers this month, but regret a large falling off 
among the seniors, and trust that “ Apiarist,” ‘ Astrophel,” 
* Dane,” “ Etudiart,” “ Northumbria,” “ Quo,” and “ Wyvern,” 
may be persuaded to compete again next month. The general 
tone of the papers this month is not quite up to standard, but 
taken altogether the replies are very commendable. 


* Ystradyfodwg”’ blunders when he states that Caxton’s 
“Game and Play of the Chesse”’ is the first book to contain 
woodcuts. Woodcuts were used before printing, as it is now 
known, was invented; and the first book printed in England so 
illustrated was Caxton’s “ Mirrour of the World,” 1478. 
Furthermore let this student remember that the first book 
printed in England was issued in 1477, and there was nothing 
from an English press before that year. The Committee while 
sympathising with “ Struggler” commend him for his courage, 
and wish there were more assistants possessed of a_ similar 
determination. 


It was stated last month that full marks were obtained by 
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one student for the first time—this was an error, as full marks 
were awarded to an assistant last March. 


MODEL ANSWERS. 

1.—The process of woodcut printing, or obtaining impressions from 
engraved wood-blocks, is a difficult one, and demands considerable skill 
and artistic taste from the printer. It may be stated at the outset, 
however, that now-a-days, the actual wood block itself is rarely used in 
printing, but pictures are obtained from an electrotype taken from it, for 
the reason that electrotypes are not so liable to warp or split as the wood 
block is. To obtain a perfect result in block printing pressure must be 
greater at certain points than at others to throw up light and shade, and 
to ensure this layers of paper, or ‘‘ overlays’’ as they are technically called 
are used. Several proofs of the picture are pulled, and with a sharp knife 
certain portions of each are cut away; what remains of each is then 
carefully pasted one on top of the other on the tympan sheet, so that 
at the time of printing uneven pressure is caused, which results in different 
depths of colour being given. Sometimes only three overlays are used ; at 
other times as many as six are required. 

2.—The work of Alexander Pope (1688-1744) is the highest achievement 
of what may be called the Augustan Age of English Literature. Roughly 
speaking, this period extends from the Restoration to the French 
Revolution, and Pope is the brightest star among the constellation of men 
of genius who at that time sought in literature deliverance from mortality 
ut studis se literarum a mortalitate vindicet. Formerly it had been sufficient 
for a writer to express himself in the first words that came to him, pro 
vided that he made himself understood; but the fastidious men of the 


Restoration perceived what Sheridan afterwards put with characteristic 
torce, ‘‘ that easy writing was * * * hard reading ’’; yet it was Pope who 
first gave utterance to the ‘‘ Art for Art’? theory of making perfection of 
form the chief end in literary composition. Thus Pope’s great fault lies 
in his cultivation of manner at the expense of matter. This fault is 
painfully obtrusive in all his more ambitious pieces, as in the ‘* Essay on 
Man,’’ where he reproduces the threadbare optimistic philosophy of 
Bolingbroke and his set, though with infinite verve and sparkle of epigram 


In the ** Rape of the Lock ’’ and the ‘‘ Satires and Epistles ’’ he is on safer 
ground, for here he paints from the life, and his pictures of the fops and 
beaux esprits of his time are without a rival in any literature.

Carpirr.—The inauguration meeting of a “ Library School” 
was held on Wednesday, May 8th, when Professor Littledale 
delivered an excellent lecture on English Literature to the 
libraries’ staff. A cricket club has been formed by the staff, Mr. 
J. Wilson Brown being elected Secretary-Treasurer. 


Giascow.—Mr. Andrew Carnegie has offered to the city, 
through the Lord Provost, £100,000 for the establishment of 
branch libraries. 


Ke_so.—Notice of a motion has been given to the effect 
that the council agree to adopt the Public Libraries Acts on 
condition that Mr. Andrew Carnegie gives a free library to the 
town. 


Leyton.—A well-deserved tribute was paid the Librarian at 
the last meeting of the District Council, when the following 
resolution was unanimously passed “ That inasmuch as Mr. Z. 
Moon has been in charge of the Public Library since its 
establishment in 1898, and has performed his duties as Librarian 
to the entire satisfaction of the Committee, his courtesy, urbanity, 
and excellent management materially tending to the popularity 
and great success now attained by the library, the Committee do 
hereby place on record this testimony of their high appreciation 
of the very excellent and valuable services so rendered by him.” 


Paris.—The Municipal Council of Paris has acquired the 
house in which Victor Hugo wrote several of his books. It will

be used as a museum for Hugo relics, first editions of his works, 
and the originals of their illustrations.

LIBRARY ASSISTANTS ASSOCIATION. 
SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


To be presented at the Sixth Annual Meeting at 20 Hanover Sq., W. 


The Committee beg to submit the Sixth Annual Report on 
the work of the L.A.A., and have pleasure in recording another 
year of steady progress. The Association now numbers 196 
members, of whom 120 are Seniors, 66 Juniors, and 10 Honorary 
Members, being a nett increase of 23 compared with last year ; 
50 of these members are accredited to the North-Western 
Branch. 


The Fifth Annual Meeting was held on June 20th, 1900, at 
20 Hanover Square, by kind invitation of Mr. MacAlister, 
whereat Mr. E. G. Rees was elected to serve as Chairman 
for the ensuing session, and Mr. J. W. Brown, Hon. 
Secretary. Mr. W. G. Chambers was again re-elected Hon. 
Treasurer. The report of the Prize-Essay adjudicators was 
announced, the ‘ Cotgreave” (1900) Prize being awarded to 
Mr. B. L. Dyer, and the two junior prizes were awarded to 
Messrs. A. R. Anderson (St. George, E.), and J. C. Farnell 
(Shoreditch). Mr. Hogg moved, on behalf of the N. W. Branch, 
that the “* Memorandum as to Branches” (dated November 16th, 
1898), with alterations suggested by the N.W. Branch, be in- 
corporated with the existing Rules, and it was decided to refer 
this matter to a special meeting. This special meeting was held 
on November 28th, and the Committee have pleasure in sub- 
mitting herewith a copy of the revised Regulations. The meeting 
concluded with votes of thanks and of appreciation to the 
retiring officers and committee, and also to Mr. MacAlister. 


The inaugural meeting was held at St. Bride Institute, on 
October 17th, when Mr. W. B. Thorne delivered a paper entitled, 
“ William Blades: the man and his library,” Mr. C.J. Drummond, 
F.S.S., presiding. Throughout the session the ordinary meetings 
have been regularly held, varied by visits to Ravenscourt Park, 
Kew Gardens, Richmond, and Westminster Abbey, in the summer 
and autumn; and by the Annual Dinner and Annual Conver- 
sazione in the winter season. 


An excellent programme of papers and discussions has been 
carried out, and the best thanks of this Association are due to 
the gentlemen who have so kindly and ably assisted us. 

A table of the meetings, etc., is appended. 








The publication of the “ Library Assistant ’’ has been con- 
tinued throughout the year, a new feature being the insertion of 
engravings and photographs of various libraries, and the 
Committee are greatly indebted to the librarians and others who 
have lent blocks for this purpose. The importance of the journal 
as a medium for library assistants has been more decidedly 
emphasized since the inauguration of the L.A.A. Study Circle 
scheme, which was suggested to the Committee by the late Hon. 
Sec., Mr. J. W. Brown, in November. This commenced in 
the December number of the journal. As a medium for private 
study of professional matters its value to library assistants can 
hardly be over estimated—more especially in the case of isolated 
provincial and colonial assistants—and the Committee are 
confident of the greatest support in their venture. The prizes 
offered for the first quarter’s work were copies of Spofford’s 
“ Book for all readers,” and were awarded to Mr. P. D. Gordon, 
Manchester (Senior division), and to Mr. F. H. Dallimore, Wigan 
(Funior division). The Committee beg to express their thanks 
to Mr. MacAlister for his munificent gift of £5 to be offered as 
yearly prizes of £1 tothe student obtaining the highest number 
of marks during the year. Thanks are also due to the U.S. 
Bureau of Education, which has presented 50 copies of Cutter’s 
“ Rules for a Dictionary Catalogue’ for the use of students ; to 
Mr. G. H. McCall. who is designing a book-plate for the prizes; 
and also to Mr. J. Rivers, who has_ kindly assisted in 
adjudicating the papers submitted for competition. 

During the past year six members have received appoint- 

ments as Librarians, viz. : 
Corns, A. R., to Lincoln; Dyer, B. L., to Kimberley, South 
Africa; McCall, G. H., to Limehouse, Stepney; Ogle, H., to 
Ipswich; Rochester, C. F., to Acton; and Wright, C. R., to 
Accrington. 

The North-Western Branch has also fulfilled a good year’s 
work. Their Second Annual Report, issued in December, gives 
details of an excellent session, and the Committee wish them 
every success in the coming year. The Committee have, in 
collaboration with the N. W. Branch Committee, fixed the 
boundaries of this Branch as follows :— 

Chester to Matlock on the south, thence north-west to 
Burnley, and west to Preston. 


The L.A.A. Committee will be happy to entertain proposals 
from assistants in other quarters, with a view to the formation 
of branches throughout the Kingdom, and members and others 
are cordially invited to make overtures to this end.

The Hon. Librarian reports that the L.A.A. Library now 
contains 256 volumes of a professional nature, 28 having been pre- 
sented during the year, including donations from Mr. MacAlister, 
Mr. Dyer, Miss James, and the Cincinatti and Kimberley 
Public Libraries. The “ Library Association Record,” “ Public 
Libraries,” and the “ Library World,” are received in exchange for 
our journal. Country members are reminded that the Librarian 
will be pleased to transmit books to them, on receipt of postage, 
and it is hoped that much use will be made of this collection. 


The financial condition of the Association continues to be 
satisfactory, and the Committee desire to offer their thanks to 
the following gentlemen who have given donations during the 
year, viz.:— Mr. A. Cotgreave, £1 1s., the second of five annual 
contributions on behalf of our Prize Essay scheme; Mr. S. A. 
Hatcher, 3s.; and Mr. J. Y. W. MacAlister, £5, on behalf of the 
Study Circle. The Committee would again point out that 
librarians and others interested in the welfare of the Association 
can materially assist it by subscribing to the * Library Assistant.” 

The Committee regret to record the resignation by Mr. J. W. 
Brown of the office of Hon. Secretary, owing to his receiving an 
appointment in the Cardiff Public Libraries, in February. Mr. 
Brown devoted himself largely to the interests of the L.A.A., and 
his retirement from office has proved a considerable loss to the 
Association. The Committee also regret the resignation of the 
Hon. Editor, Mr. Henry Ogle, who has been appointed Librarian 
of the ipswich Free Library. Mr. Ogle had been long connected 
with the L.A.A., and took an active part in its administration, 
having served as Chairman (5th Session ), in addition to the office 
he has resigned, the duties of which he has so ably fulfilled. 
Both of these gentlemen carry with them the best wishes of the 
Association. 

In conclusion, the Committee beg to thank the Governors 
of St. Bride Institute for permission to hold committee meetings 
at their library ; and also all gentlemen who have presided at 
meetings, delivered papers, or extended their hospitality to the 
L.A.A. Members are urged to give every support to the Com- 
mittee during the forthcoming session by regular attendance at 
meetings, by taking part in the Study Circle and Prize Essay 
competitions, and in all such other ways as may from time to 
time present themselves.

RULES. 

1. NaAme.—The Association shall be called “ THE Lisprary 
AssisTANts’ ASSOCIATION.” 

2. Osusects.—lIts objects shall be to promote the social, 
intellectual, and professional interests of its members, by 
meetings of a social character, by discussions, and in such other 
ways as may be suggested from time to time. 

3. MemBers.—(a) All persons engaged in library adminis- 
tration, other than chief librarians, shall be eligible for election. 
Applications shall be made in writing to the Hon. Secretary, and 
shall be considered at the next meeting of the Committee. (B) 
When a member is raised to the status of chief librarian, or 
leaves the profession, such person shall cease to be a member six 
months afterwards. (c) The Committee shall have power to 
elect honorary members, such members not having the right of 
voting. (p) The Association at any ordinary meeting of not 
less than twenty members shall have power to expel any member 
by a vote of two-thirds of those present. Such member shall 
have the right of appeal to the Annual General Meeting.

4. Supscription.—(A) The Annual Subscription shall be 
5s. for Senior, and 2s. 6d. for Junior Assistants, payable in 
advance on October Ist. (Bs) Members being 6 months in arrear 
with their subscriptions shall cease to belong to the Association. 


5. Orricers.—(a) The Officers of the Association shall 
consist of Chairman, Treasurer, Secretary, and a Committee of 
ten London and ten non-London members, who shall be elected 
at the Annual Meeting. (Bs) In the event of any of these offices 
falling vacant, the vacancy shall be filled at the next Ordinary 
Meeting of the Association. 


6. Meetincs.—(A) There shall be an Annual Meeting of 
which due notice shall be given. (Bp) Ordinary meetings shall be 
held monthly from October to May at such times and places as 
shall be decided by the Committee. (c) Special General Meetings 
shall be called on the requisition of twenty members of the 
Association, such meeting to be held within six weeks from the 
date of receipt of such requisition by the Hon. Secretary. 


7. BrancHes.—Application for the formation of a branch 
shall be made in writing to the L.A.A. Committee, by not less 
than 10 members in the proposed district. 


Each branch shall be bound by the Rules of the Association, 
but may formulate special rules for its local government, providing 
the same are confirmed by the Committee of the L.A.A. All 
proposed local rules must be deposited with the Hon. Secretary 
of the Branches’ Sub-Committee for approval. Members of a 
branch shall pay their subscriptions to the treasurer of the 
branch, who shall remit to the treasurer of the L.A.A. for every 
Senior Member 3/6, and for every Junior Member 2/-, to cover 
the cost of the official publications. 

8. ProcEpuRE.—(A) Amendments to these rules shall only 
be considered at the Annual Meeting, or at a Special General 
Meeting convened for that purpose.
